they accept indeed of the Benefit of Tole- 
ration, but they never renounce and diſclaim 

their Prineiple of Perſecution, as our People 
frankly do, but return to it as ſoon as they 
Upon the whole matter, it ſeems but natu- 
ral to think there ſhou'd be a Law or Lex tali. 
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bn, made for all Perſecutors ef hat Deno- 


mination ſoever; and which wou d, if not put 
an end to Perſecution, make it at leaftlaw- 
ful: whereas it is now practiſed amongſt Pro- 

teſtants, contrary to all Law and expreſs De- 
clarations againſt it, as the Proſecutors have 
felt; thoſe I mean, who perſecute not to 
death, as we ſay the Papiſts do, hut barely 
to Ruin, as Goal, Baniſhment or Beggary. So 
Church proſecuted. Kirk, and Kirk -hath not 
loſt their time in retaliating upon Church; nor 
cou'd the R Cs. who never mince the mgt- 
ter, but are always for downright Perſecu- 
tion, Name and 'Thing, complain, ſhou'd they 
be uſed in the ſame manner as they full well 
deſerve, which indeed (according to Alberon's 
Advice) wou d be an effectual way of dealing 


Vith them, as they themſelves pretend they 


have been uſed in Sueden and Denmarł, but 
whichthey muſt own too has had its natural effect 
there of Extirpation, as well as in Sain and 


Portugal, even without being attended with the 


Barbarities that are uſed in thoſe Countries. 
The Truth is, to act by halves in ſuch matters, 
amounts to nothing; but on the other hand it 
muſt be own d, that if we have learn'd Chriſt 
at all, we have not ſo learn'd him, as 1 have 
read ſomewhere: for nothing is more evident 
than that Religion is a Free-will Offering ; and 
that all Compulſion and Violence is equally con- 
trary tothe nature of the Thing, and to the Cha- 
racter or mind and pleaſure of the Author of it; 
and it is evident alfo, that the true remedy is, 


that the Magiſtratedo his Office or Duty, which 


therefore our Saviour has left to him to do,

the Magiſtrate 1s, that fince no Church can 
bear ndent 'Power; to take care that 
none of em have it; I mean, Power to perſe- 
cute, or even proſecute: for whatever you 
think, Mr. Churchill, Lam not againſt Diſei- 
pline, or hat Power is neceſſary for that, 
and fer Decency and Order. And indeed it 
is ſtrange, ſo much Zeal ſhou'd appear for re-

that we all agree in to be often bad, and have 
m our power to mend in ourſelves, and to 
make others mend in themſelvs 
Here Mr. Freeborn ſtopping, I thank you
